Ehe  opportunity  afforded  us  to  he  “of  distinct  service  to  the  nuniisinatic  fra- 
ternity” seemed  at  once  apparent.  Hy  supplying  the  standard  attributions  and 
by  reprinting  those  Reference  works  which  are  difficult  to  obtain,  we  “have 
made  it  possible  for  many  collectors  to  properly  attribute  their  coins”.

As  for  the  features  of  these  concluding  sections,  really,  they  are  too  many  to 
list.  'The  2c,  3c  silver,  3c  nickel  and  5c  nickel  series  are  complete.  'The  half 
dimes  are  attributed  to  V^alentine  and  the  half  cents  to  Cfilbert.  'I'he  latter 
series  offers  4 varieties  of  1793,  6 of  1794,  7 of  1795  as  well  as  a splendid  1796 
and  the  rare  proofs  of  1836  to  1857. 

The  series  of  dimes  offers  a new  standard  work  on  the  subject  and  includes  the 
excessively  rare  1894-S  in  proof  condition.  'The  plates  and  illustrations  have 
been  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Abner  Kreisberg  and  the  attributions  are 
by  A.  Kosoff.
